Sacramento, January 26, 1881. 
The Senate met in regular session at 10 a. m., 
President Mausfieiil in the chair. Roll called; quo­ 
rum present. Journal of the last meeting read and 
approved. 
Mr. IlowsKL introduced the following concurrent 
resolution and moved that the rules be suspended 
and the resolution taken up on its final passage : 
Whereas, J. N. Patterson, J. J. Doyle, J. 1>. Pur­ 
cell, W. L. Pryor and William Braden, settlers upon 
what are known as the Mussel slough lands, in thi3 
State, have each been recently senteuced by Judge 
Sawyer, oí the United States Circuit Court, to eight 
mouths’ imprisonment and $3f0 and costs of 
prosecution for alleged interference with the 
United States Marshal, while Berving writs of 
ejectm ent; 
and 
whereas, 
these men 
are 
poor and ha»e families dependent upon them, 
which families will suffer if deprived of their labor 
and protection ; and whereas, these men are indus­ 
trious and generally law-abiding farmers, whose of­ 
fense against the law, if they have committed an 
offense, has not been malicious; and whereas, the 
law has been vindicated and these men have already 
been effectually punished; and whereas, the almost 
universal sentiment of the people of the State of 
California is in sympathy with and in favor of the 
release of these men, who are now in prison, and 
ask remittal of their fines; therefore 
Resolv «1 by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, 
That the President of the United States be earnestly 
requested to at once pardon J. N. Patterson, J. J. 
Doyle, J. D. Purcell, W. L. Pryor and William 
Braden, and order the remittal of the lines and 
costs iiupos*. d upon them. 
Resolved, ! hat the Governor be requested to tel­ 
egraph these resolutions to the Preádeut of the 
United States immediately after their passage. 
On motion of Mr. Saitkrwhite, seconded by Mr. 
Kyan, the above were placed on file. 
The Committee on Pubiic Morals reported back S. 
Ds. 102 and 63, recommending the passage of the 
substitute. 
Mr. IlirrELL, for the Judiciary Committee, re­ 
ported S. Us. 109 and 200, recommendiug the iwiasagc 
of the saíne. 
Mr. J ohnson, for the majority of the Judiciary 
Committee, recommended tl e passage of S. B. 10. 
Mr. 11 ittell presented a minority report of the same 
committee, signed by liimself and Mr, batter white, 
dissenting from the recommendation of the mjority 
relative to S. B. 10, and recommending that it do 
imt pass. The above report was accompanied by an 
analysis of the bill and reasons why it should not 
become a law. 
The Committee on State Prisons recommended 
the passage of »S. B. 8. 
The Committee on Roads and Highway 3 recom­ 
mended the passage of S. E. 203. 
The Committee on Claims recommended that S. 
B. 191, relative to the laim of W. C. Guirey, do 
not pass. Contained in the report was a letter from 
the Controller in reply t; its inquiries, giving the 
facts and figures of the case, and showing that Gui­ 
rey Lad already drawn the warrants for which the 
claim was made. 
The committee also recommended S. B. 228 be in 
definitely postponed. 
The Committee on Agriculture recommended the 
passage of substitute for S. B. 33. 
A message '.vas received from the Governor, trans­ 
mitting the first annual report of the Board of State 
Yiticultural Commissioners. 
Assembly bills being in order, A. C. R. 5 was read 
for the first time, and referred to the Committee on 
Federal Relations. 
A. B. C8 was read and referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary. 
Mr. WrsT introduced a concurrent resolution, di 
rocting California’s Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to use their influence to secure an appro­ 
priation of $200,000 for the improvement of Wil­ 
mington harbor, in Los Angeles county. 
Mr. LampcON gave notice of an amendment to 
Rule 15 of the standing rules, by adding thereto as 
follows : “ 30 —Committee ou Yoaemite Park, to 
consist of seven members.” 
Following bills were introduced : 
By Mr. D ic k in so n—To enable the Board of Super­ 
visors, Town Council, Board of Aldermen, or other 
leg slative bod} of any city and county, city cr 
town, to obtain data and information from any 
corporation, company, or person supplying water to 
such city and county, city or town, requiring such 
Boards, Town Council, or other legislative body to 
]>erform the duties prescribed by Section 1 of Arti­ 
cle XIV. of the Constitution, and prescribing penal­ 
ties for the non-performance of such duties. Irri­ 
gation, Water Rights and Drainage. 
By Mr. Hill—To prohibit the granting of free 
passes to public officials. Public M«»rals. 
Also, to add a new section to the Penal Code, tp 
be known as Section 337, to prohib.t the making of 
contracts to buy or sell grain or other commodities 
on a margin, to be delivered at a future day. Cor­ 
porations. 
Also, to add a new section to the Penal Code, to 
be known as Section *273, relating to cruelty to chil­ 
dren and others. Judiciary. 
By Mr. Hittell—To amend Sectiou 1G34 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, relative to notice and pro­ 
ceedings when a petition for final distribution of an 
estate in probate is filed with u final account. Ju­ 
diciary. 
By Mr. L a n g fo r d—Proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of California. To amend 
Sectiou I) of Article XIII. of the Constitution so as 
read as follows : 
“ There shall be a State Board of Equalization, to 
consist of one member elected from each Congres­ 
sional District at each eneral election, when the 
Governor is elected, whose term of office is four 
years. When the number of districts is an even 
number the Controller is an ex officio member of 
the Board. 
“ Each member, except the Controller, shall re­ 
ceive a compensation, which shall not be increased 
or diminished during the term for which lie shall 
have been elected. The State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules of notice as it may prescribe, has 
power at the State Capital to add an) property 
unassefecd to the assessment book, and also to 
increase or lower the total assessment in the several 
counties of either— 
“ 1. The entire assessment book ; 
“ 2. Real estate, other than city or town lots ; 
“ 3. City and town lots; 
“ 4. Improvements on same respectively ; 
“ 5 Personal property, exc.pt, money ; 
“ 6. Any cpecies of personal property capable of 
being classified ; 
“ 7. Or of any single assessment of any person, 
firm, or corporation, upon complaint being made in 
writing by any tax-payer to the Board that 9uch as­ 
sessment docs not conform to the true value in money 
of the property assessed, when and after the County 
Board of Equalization shall have passed upon the 
entire assessment book; 
*• By adding to or deducting therefrom, re­ 
spectively, such per ccutum, or fixed sum 
as is sufficient to make the assessment con­ 
form to the true value in money, and to equalize the 
assessment of the property in the several counties in 
the State for the purjnjse of taxation. 
“ Each Board of Supervisors of the counties of 
the State has power, under such rules of notice as 
it may prescribe to add any unassessed projierty to 
an., assessment, and to increase or lower any assess­ 
ment contained in the assessment bouk of the 
county so as to equalize the assessment of the prop­ 
erty contained therein, and make the assessment 
conform to the true value in momy of the property 
contained in said book. 
“ The State Board of Equalizition and the Board 
of Sujiervisors have such other power as may be 
conferred respectively upon them by the Legis­ 
lature. 
“ Ihis amendment takes effect on the first Mon­ 
day of January, 1883; provided, however, that the 
members of the State Board of Equalization elected 
at the gener. 1 election in 1882, shall hold office as if 
elected under this amendment a id shall exercise the 
powers hereby conferred.” Judiciary. 
Mr. B a k e r introduced a concurrent resolution 
amen ing Section (5, Article XIII., of the Coiistitu 
tion, so as to read as follows : “ The power of taxa­ 
tion shall never be surrendered, or suspended by 
any grant or contract to which the State shall be a 
party; provided, that nothing contained in this 
artic e shall prevent the Legislature from remitting 
the taxes upon capital furnished in manufactories. 
The Legislature may also authorize the governing 
Board or au horities of any city, county, or city and 
county to remit local taxes upon capital thus em­ 
ployed. All laws upon the subject shall be general, 
and no exemption shall continue for a greater period 
than ten years.” The latter part of the resolution 
defines the mode in which the foregoing may be­ 
come adopted by the people. Judi iiary. 
By Mr. Rowkll— To amend Section 419 of an Act 
to promote irrigation. Water Rights and Drainage. 
Also, to add a new section to be known as Section 
1423, to an Act to establish a civil code, relating to 
water and water righto. Irrigation. 
Also, to amend an Act to promote irriga'ion, ap­ 
plicable to Fresno county. Water Rights and Drain­ 
age.Also, to amend Section 3334 of an Act to establish 
a Civil Code, relating to damages. Judiciary. 
Also, to amend Section 349 of an Act to establish 
a Code of Civil Procedure, relating to the time and 
commencement of certain civil actions. Judiciary.

Mr. J o u n bo n notified the Senate that the Commit­ 
tee on Irrigation, Water Rights, Drainage and 
Mining Debri3 would meet in the evening, aud in­ 
vited all Senators to attend. 
Mr. Nye (by request of the Board of Equalization) 
introduced the following: To amend Sections 3617, 
3029, 3633, 3644, S649, 3650, 3651, 3653, 8654 , 3655, 
3656, 3672, 3679, 3682, 3093, 3704, 3727, 3728, 3729, 
3734, 3840, 3854 3858, 3S60 and 38ol of an Act to es­ 
tablish a Political Code, approved March 12, 1872, 
known as the Political Code, in relation to the sub­ 
ject of providing revenue for the support of the 
government of the State of California. Finance. 
The second reading file was disposed of as follows: 
S. B. 156, to add eight new sections to the Politi­ 
cal Code, to be known as Sections 1830, 1881, 1882, 
1883, 1384, 1385. 1836 and 1887, relat ng to ihe is.au- 
ance of bonds by the Trustees of school districts to 
r^ise money for huilding purposes, and to provide 
for the pa3*meot of the same (by Mr. Carlock), was 
ordered engroste J. 
S. B. 67, to amend Section 974 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, relating to eppeals in civil actions (by 
Mr Da is), was withdrawn. 
S. B. 153, to amend an Act entitled an Act to 
appropriate money for the support of orphans, half 
orphans and abandoned children, approved March 
25, 1880 (by Mr. Rowell), was recommitted 
S. B. 86, to amend Sections 811 and 812 of the 
Penal Code, relating to warranto of arrest (by Mr. 
Johnson), was indefinite y postponed. 
S. B 124, to provide for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for the payment for stationery, lights, 
etc., for the legislative and State officers during the 
31st fiscal 3 car (by Mr. Zack), was orde ed en­ 
grossed. 
S. B. 126, to provide for the deficiency for the ap­ 
propriation for payment of postage and contingent 
expenses of Clerk of the Supreme Court during the 
31st fiscal year (by Mr. Zuck), was ordered en­ 
grossed. 
S. B. 127, to pro ride for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for repairs to State Capitol, and fur- 
j niture, and purchase of carpets, during the 31st 


and 32d fiscal years (by Mr. Zuck), was recom­ 
mitted. 
- 
8. B. 128, to provide for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for postage and expressage in the office 
of the Superirtendent of Public Instruction during 
the 31&t fiscal year (by Mr. Zuck), was lost. 
S. B. 129, to proride for the payment of deficien­ 
cies in the appropriation for payment for procuring 
and listing lands to the State by the United States 
for the 24th and 25th fiscal years (by Mr. Zuck), w as 
lost. 
*., 
S. B. 130, to provide for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for the payment of rewards offered by 
the Governor during the 3lot fiscal year (by Mr. 
Zuck), was ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 131, to pay the da m of L. L. Lewis A Co. 
(by Mr. Zuck), was ordered engrossed. 
B. 1S3, to amend Section 2756 of the Civil Code, 
and to add a new section to the same code, to be 
known as Section 2757, concerning fire insurance 
(by Mr. Brown), was taken up, and after some de­ 
bate its further consideration was postponed, on 
motion of Mr. Neumann, until immediately after 
recess. 
At 12:34 the Senate took a recess. 
A fternoon Session. 
The Senate reassembled at 2 r. m., President pro 
tern. Johnston in the chair. 
Mr. D ic k in so n, in accordance with his notice pre­ 
vious y given, moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the Senate had ordered the Guirey affidavits 
to be a» read on the minutes. 
The motion prevailed by a vote of 18 to 15. 
The roll was then cilled on the motion not to 
spread the affidavits on the journal, which was lost 
by a vote of 24 to 8.

Whatever recommendation the committee 
might make would have no effect ou the Senator 
from Alameda, who snee td at the committee and 
spoke “ of the ohesive power of public plunder” 
when it had reported unanimously in favor of 
allowing the appropriation for the Normal School 
grounds. 
Mr. N eu m a n n wou’d have favored a Larger appro­ 
priation at the last session had it been asked for, 
but now? he was opposed to making another appro­ 
priation Another school-house could be built, he 
thought, for the accommodation of 130 inmates for 
$10,QuO. The speaker Jregretted that so much per­ 
sonal feeling had been manifested, and concluded 
by moving that the bill bo laid on the table. Lost. 
Mr. N y e said that he felt somewhat cruiised bvthe 
old-woman-like tirade of the Senator from Santa 
Clara, but would still venture, in his feeble way, 
to say that the Chairman of the Committee on Pub­ 
lic Buildings had not auswered bis question and told 
him the opinion of the committee in reference to 
the bill. He finished by sa-ing, that while he hod 
in» particular love f«»r the gentleman from Santa 
Clara, he did not dislike him, either 
Mr. J ohnson opposed the bill, and asserted that 
the gentleman from Alameda had come before the 
committee and attempted to browbeat iLs members 
and force through the bill. He proposed to vote 
against the measure. 
Mr. P a r d e e mo\cd that the bill be rec:imnittcd. 
Mr. J o h n sto n was adverse to the motion. On the 
day previous the Senate had treated the committee 
with scorn and refused to commit, and he, as one of 
the members of the committee, did not want it rc- 
ref erred. 
Mr. Ents regretted the ]>cisonal feeling which had 
been exhibited. He could not but think that the 
report of the committee, without recommendation, 
was a somewhat remarkable proceeding. He fa­ 
vored the passage of the bill, and made an earnest 
appeal to tl:e Senators to provide for the support of 
the silent and voiceless inmates of that institution.

fruitless enterprise; whether, when hundred- *>f 
years shall have elapsed, this labor shall si i 1, like 
the Pyramids of E.ypi, stand in solid wu's as a 
testimonial of the engineering ¿kill of a former 
generation. 
Mr. M u r ph y was for visiting the dim, and sug­ 
gested that if it was not desired to tax tl. stale 
the members might pay their own expenses. 
Mr. H en d r ic k s Bai l : I am in fav«>r of the reso­ 
lution. I have full confidence in the intelligence 
and integrity of the members ei the debris com­ 
mittee ; but one think 1 remark, the memb. rs of 
this House are about evenly divided on the debris 
question, and yet, by accident of course the num ­ 
bers of the committee on drainage aro unanimously 
in favor of the debris bill. No man would be will­ 
ing, upon a question so important to the people of 
this State, to rely upon the ex parte investigation 
or report of a committee so constituted. Moreover, 
I ain informed that the testimony of witnesses before 
that committee has been directly conflicting ; some 
swear that the dam has been washed away, souae 
say not. For my part before I vote upon this 
measure I would like to uec for myself.

The Irish S tate T rials have ended in a 
fiasco, and this will surprise nobody, and 
probably least oí all the G overnm ent which 
in stitu ted them . 
The idea th a t th e tra v ­ 
ersers could be convicted in an Irish C ourt ] 
w as one which only a very Liberal Gov­ 
ernm ent would have thought it w orth 
w hile to experim ent upon practically. 
I t 
w ould have been scarcely possible to im ­ 
panel a ju ry in any part of Ireland which 
could have been relied on in such a case, 
and therefore th e failure of the trials has 
been regarded as a foregone conclusion 
from th e beginning. 
Tiria failure, how­ 
ever, will not help th e Land Leaguers in 
th i least. 
On the contrary, by convincing 
th e G overnm ent and th e H ouse of Com­ 
mons th a t th e ordinary m ethods of dealing 
rei:vith th e Leaguers are futile, it w ill give 
r an im petus to th e coercive m easures which 
have ju st been introduced. 
T he stern 
tem per of the 
House has already been 
m anifested in th e defeat of the filibus­ 
terin g m easures of the Irish members, and 
th e suppression of Biggar when he under­ 
took to exceed parliam entary usages indi­ 
cates th e natu re of th e m ethods w hich will 
be resorted to if necessity arises. 
In fact 
it seems perfectly clear th a t th e only effect 
of th e failure of th e S tate trials will be to 
hasten th e passage of the coercive legisla­ 
tion w hich will a t once strip th eir defenses 
from the leaders of th e League, and expose 
them to sw ift and w holesale arrest. 


T he Chicago Times has attem pted to a n ­ 
sw er G overnor Stanford’s letter, b u t from 
th e narrow and fallacious standpoint com­ 
m on to dem agogues and sm atterers. 
I t 
appears to th in k it has com pletely refuted 
th e argum ent of th e le tte r in asserting 
th a t the C entral Pacific R ailroad Company 
■‘ is a corporation holding and m anaging 
“ property furnished to it as a g ratu ity by 
“ the G overnm ent.” 
T he point of this as­ 
sertion is som ew hat w eakened by th e con­ 
sideration th a t it is a falsehood. 
T he dem ­ 
agogues have so long held this position, 
however, and th e craven fear of offending 
th e m any-headed sovereign of these realms 
w hich takes 
th e place of servile sub­ 
servience to t ’ue throne in democracies, has 
so overaw ed th e intelligent m inority th a t 
the 
actual 
facts 
of 
th e 
case 
have 
usually been th ru st o ut of sight. 
For all 
this it rem ains tru e th at the U nited States 
furnished no “ g ra tu ity ” to the C entral 
Pacific R ailroad. 
W hat it did do was to 
enter into a contract w ith th a t corporation, 
by th e term s of which certain lands and 
certain financial aid were to be exchanged 
for the national benefits and advantages to 
accrue from th e construction of a Pacific 
railroad. 
The financial aid, in th e form of 
bonds, ha8 proved positively disastrous to 
th e corporation ; for the credit of the Fed­ 
eral G overnm ent was eo low w hen th e 
m ajor portion of them was issued th a t they 
brought 
less 
th an 
40 per 
cent, 
of 
th eir face value, a t the same tim e th a t 
they 
represented 
obligations 
to 
the 
G overnm ent of 
one hundred cents on 
the dollar. 
N eith er these bonds nor the 
lands would or could have built the rail­ 
road w ithout o th er assistance, moreover. 
The com pany w as compelled to issue its 
own m ortgage bonds, and the G overnm ent, 
because of th e poverty of its credit, was 
compelled to give them the precedence, be­ 
fore the funds w ith w hich th e road was 
com pleted could be procured. 
H ad the in­ 
corporators know n beforehand w hat the 
G overnm ent bonds w ould be w orth, it is 
very doubtful w hether they would not 
have declined them alto g etlu r, and it is 
quite certain th a t had they done so they 
w ould have saved money. 
The plain tru th 
is th a t as regards th e financial aid ex­ 
tended by th e G overnm ent, th e C entral 
Pacific m ade a very bad bargain for itself, 
and th a t th e U nited S tates will have very 
m uch th e best of th e corporation w hen the 
account is finally settled. 
To anyone 
who know s th e facts of th e case nothing 
can appear more preposterous or outrageous 
than th e continual recourse to th e reck­ 
lessly false and u n ju st statem ent w hich the 
Chicago 
Tim es has ju st now fathered. 
W hen it is fu rth er considered th a t the 
G overnm ent has used its pow er in the moat 
arb itrary and despotic m anner to compel 
the paym ent of th e d ebt of th e railroad to 
itself in advance of m atu rity , th is false 
representation assum es a m alignity and a 
w antonness nothing less th an disgusting. 
I t is perfectly tru e, as G overnor Stanford 
lias said, th a t th e railroad is under no obli­ 
gations to the G overnm ent. 
I t accepted a 
contract which it fulfilled to th e letter, 
and it received in com pensation for its 
services property a large proportion of 
w ich proved w orth less th an w hat it p u r­ 
ported to stand for. 
The corporation has 
honorably and loyally carried out every 
p art of its undertaking, b ut the G overn­ 
. m eut has been incessantly try in g to evade 
its obligations, and w hen it could not find 
a legitim ate excuse for doing so it availed 
itself of its suprem e power, and violated 
its faith in the mo3t sham eless and tyran- 
m cal way. 
T h at is th e tru th of the situ a­ 
tion, and it is well th a t it should be told 
plainly once in a while, no m atter w hat 
demagogue’s corns it may h u rt.

F0F. 
MINERS. 
DECAYED 


A ssem blym an W asson, of Mono, has in ­ 
troduced a bill to provide a S tate hospital 
and asylum for m iners. 
I t is to b e “ a 
41 public hospital and asylum for th e re­ 
c e p tio n , care, m edical and surgical treat- 
44 inent and relief of th e sick, injured, diB- 
44abled and aged ininer3.” 
The bill does 
not m ake any appropriation for th e in sti­ 
tution, bu t provides th a t it shall be m an­ 
aged by a B oard of T rustees to be ap­ 
pointed by the Governor. 
The T rustees 
are to choose a Superintendent, who shall 
hold for ten years a t least, unless re­ 
moved for m isconduct or incompetence- 
The bill provides th a t 44 Indigent miners 
“ shall be charged for m edical attendance, 
44 surgical operations, board and nursing, 
44 w hile resident in th e hospital and asy- 
“ lum, no more than the actual c o s t; pay- 
44 ing patients, whose friends can pay their 
41 expenses, and who are not chargeable 
41 upon tow nships and counties, shall pay 
44 according to the term s directed by the 
44 T rustees.” 
I t m ay seem strange th a t in­ 
digent m iners are to pay- for w hat they- have, 
for indigent m iners are impecunious m in­ 
éis. 
W e presum e, however, from th e tenor 
of th e ensuing clause, th a t th e counties 
which send this class are to foot th e bills 
for them . 
H ow th e hospital an d asylum 
is to bo b u ilt th e bill does not indicate, no 
provision having been m ade for any drafts 
upon the treasu ry save such as can only be 
draw n after the institution has been fully 
organized and p u t in w orking order. 
In 
the absence of any explanation we fail to 
understand how it is intended to build the 
hospital. 
Such an institution could not 
bo erected a t a less cost than $'250,000 
probably, and it is not to be supposed th a t 
th e sum received for th e keep of indigent 
m iners w ould furnish a fund sufficient to pay 
even th e annual interest on th is am ount, 
while 
the 
prospect of 
a 
considerable 
revenue from paying inm ates would we fear 
be very poor. 
T he objection is Bure to be 
raised, moreover, th a t an institution of this 
kind would a ttra c t decayed m iners from 
th e whole c o a s t; th a t in fact it would 
drain an enorm ous w atershed in this re­ 
spect. 
Experience has proved th at w h at­ 
ever S tate institu tio n s California m aintains 
for th e relief of th e afflicted and th e dis­ 
eased, are resorted to by th e people of the 
entire Pacific Coast. 
This has been th e 
case w ith th e insane asylum s, and it can­ 
not be doubted th a t th e same experience 
would be repeated w ith th e m iners’ hos­ 
pital unless rigid rules were adopted for 
the exclusion of all b u t California miners. 
A part from th e u n certainty enveloping the 
m ethods by w hich th e hospital is to be 
built, and th e objection ju st nam ed, how ­ 
ever, we are free to adm it th a t the design 
of Mr. W asson’s bill is a good one.

in th e railroad shall give a bond th a t in case 
it is finally decided th a t such sum s should not 
be used for th e paym ent of dividends, th ey 
w ill restore them to th e treasury of the com ­ 
pany, th a t an im m ediate injunction will not 
he pressed for, b u t th a t the m atter w ill aw ait 
final decision upon this bond, which it is un­ 
derstood will be in th e sum of three-quarters of 
a m illion dollars.

him elf had asked questions touching his ob­ 
ject in writing the letter. 
Senators Davis 
and Brown agreed w ith Senator Neum ann 
in his opinion relative to w hat the nature of 
the questions should be. 
Mr. Chase said he cared nothing about the 
m otives which actuated him in writing the 
letter. 
H e wanted to find cut all the witness 
knew about the dam, and nothing more. 
Mr. W atson was in favor of perm itting the 
question to b e asked. 
H e thought the mo­ 
tive of the witness would to a great extent 
explain the testim ony. 
Mr. Parks said he understood that the pri­ 
vate letter had been handed to the com m it­ 
tee, aud given by the com m ittee to the papers. 
This the Chairman denied. 
H e had seen 
the letter as an individual, but n otas a mem­ 
ber of the com mittee. 
Mr. Neum ann’s appeal was put to a vote, 
and Senators Davis, Brown, W atson and 
Neum ann voted to sustain the appeal, and 
Senators Johnson, Chase, K owell aud P ool 
voted in the negative. 
Mr. W atson moved that so much of the ev- 
id- nee of this witness as is not pertinent to 
the investigation he stricken from the file. 
Mr. Neum ann seconded the motion, but by 
tacit agreement it was not put. 
In reply to Mr. N eum ann: I don’t know 
what am ount of work has been done by the 
Drainage Commissioners, and only knew where 
part of it was located— the Yuba dam. 
He 
was passing from Sm artsviile to M arysville ; 
the oam was very little out of the way, and 
he went there for his own personal satisfac­ 
tion. 
H e was there about two hours, and 
went only as far on the dam as the front set­ 
tle. 
Paid no attention to the amount of 
money raised or expended, or the manner of 
letting the contracts. H e knew nothing about 
that. 
Mr. Parks wished to have a letter read 
which he had received, but it was ruled out 
of order by the Chair. 
Mr. Davis, next called, was a farmer and 
live ,-ixteen miles above Colusa. 
There were 
two lots of work did north of Colusa—one by 
H ow ell &. Davis and the other by Mr. 
Packard—on that portion of the levee. 
If it 
had not been there the water would have run 
on to Mr. Glenn, on the levee between him 
aud Mr. H em pstreet. 
The water ran a 
quarter of a m ile west aud turned sou th ; 
ran across Mr. H em pstreet’s half a m ile ; 
then on another gentlem an’s half a mile, 
and then on Mr. Glenn ; then another gen­ 
tlem an’s named H unt, living at W oodland, 
and then Mr. B ogg.’. 
Tile lower portion of 
that work w mid not protect any of those 
men. 
It would protect Jo Ham ilton. K new 
Mr. Hideout when he saw him ; didn’t think 
knew him. 
H ad been in his banking 
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A t G I would estim a1 e that there 
war nearly as nn ch of tho old bed of the l iv- r 
wasb d out as the dam has accum ulated above 
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office. 
M et Mr. Birmey in the Capitol at 
the time the contracts 
were 
let. 
Mr. 
Biuney did not directly tell him the terms 
for which he would be paid for the construc­ 
tion of livees on the east side of the Sacra­ 
mento river. H ad told witness he would like 
him to take a contract on his own place. 
W itness responded that he would like to take 
it even if he did not make any money. 
Mr. 
Binney stated that he would get him the 
contract so that he c< uld make some money. 
Jos M cOouuell was next called : H e lived 
four miles north of Colusa, on the east side 
of the Sacramento river. 
B y occupation a 
tanner. 
K new whea work w as done on the 
Sacramento by D avis k Packard. 
Lands 
protected by D avis were principally those of 
General H am ilton. 
Som e oilier lands were 
protected above them ar.d also some below. 
The water passed over soma other laud» 
where the levee broke. 
A ll he knew about 
Paekard’B work was what the former had 
told him. about the water parting over the 
widow liem pstreet’s land and on to Glenn’s, 
as describe 1 by the last witness. 
Knew 
when Packard’s w< rk was done, and was 
speaking 
i f 
it 
from 
his 
own 
knowl­ 
edge. 
H e 
had 
no 
land there. 
H is was 
on the east side of the Sacramento river. 
He did work there, but did not g tt a con­ 
tract, although he, in concert with others, 
tried to pets--tne in a m eeting held at Prince­ 
ton. 
H e had been told that all the work was 
to be done by one contractor. 
H e had done 
work on his own firm for which he had 
never been paid. 
Ouce on a visit to M arys­ 
ville, by the advice of the Resident Engineer, 
after w aiting for a day or so, he saw Mr. 
Rideout, who told him to fee Mr. Binney, 
as he was the capitalist. 
H e saw the latter 
and was told that he could not let any 
contracts until he saw the farmers, and in 
fact 
could 
not 
let 
any contracts, 
as 
there was no money, in consequence of a 
m istake iu the calculations of tne engineers 
on the Y uha aud Bear rivers, and that it 
would take §15,000 more than estim ated for 
this work. 
H e authorized the witness to tell 
his neighbors to do the work, and he would 
help them to get their pay from the State. 
He was not told that they would be paid the 
same as he him self was getting, but he would 
do w hat wcs right. 
N othing but surveying 
was done by the State on the east side of the 
Sacramento river, but the m ajority of the 
people d'd what they couhl on their levees 
ü em se.ves. It was late in tl.e year when they 
knew they would have to do it. 
D id not 
know why work was done on the west and not 
on the east side of the river. 
A part of the 
work done then served the purpose, lu t a 
part of the State levee on the west side of the 
river had given away, in consequence of poor 
work. 
The State levee was larger than 
any of the others. 
If Jo H am ilton had 
not 
been 
as 
sm art 
as 
he 
was 
and 
a pood lawyer he didn’t think the work 
would have been done there ; yet he wouldn’t 
say that H am ilton’s place was the only one 
protected ; part of the levee was on the Lin- 
c In graDt and B artlett’s place. D id not know 
how much work was done. W as satisfied that 
the w rk could have been let at a lower price 
.•n the wh le, by letting every man do his 
own work, instead of haviDg one men super­ 
intend it all, which was more than any one 
man could do. 
It took a pretty smart man 
to take care of five m iles. 
T hat 100 feet of 
the new levee had washed away. 
W hen the 
break occurred the water was no higher than 
at other points. 
For the last five or six 
years, the water had been constantly grow­ 
ing higher in consequence of the erection of 
levees aud the rise of the sediment. 
Mr. Parks stated that he intended to prove 
that the sedim ent had settled for a depth of 
three feet for the 10,000 feet before the set­ 
tles occurred ; that the dam had been suc­ 
cessfully m aintained, and that but little ex­ 
pense would be required to put it in good 
working condition. 
. 
On motion of Mr. W atson, the com mittee 
adjourned till Friday evening at 7 o’clock.

T hat water never c uld all pass 
thtongh the b iu-h. 
It must eventually clog 
up the brush and tl >w over. 
M ere it not for 
this tha flowing over of the water would 
probably accompli h the desired re-ult. That 
is more difficult to do there than in the can­ 
yons and mine», because there the pressure of 
tha water washed it out underneath.

reason no portion of the brush dam had 
washed away was because it was put together 
so w ell.

That the excess of what 
sedim ent would have heen there if the dam 
had not been built would not bs much more 
than 100 wheelbarrows.

consequence of the water rushing through 
the settles. 
A bout half a m ile he could see 
w iiat l.e thought the old bed of the river, and 
upon a near approach couhl see that it had 
been partly scoured out. 
The dam bail not 
accum ulated any.sedim ent to tp»ak of. 
Did 
not think any of the old bed had been washed 
out above the dam. 
Im m ediately above and 
below the big break considerable of the old 
brd of the river had 
been washed out. 
D id not think if the datn was once construct­ 
ed so as to stand there was auy danger 
of any quantity of sedim ent bursting the 
dam. 'T u e longer it held, the stronger it 
would become. W hen he first visited the darn 
the chncnels were not in the same p.ace as 
they had been on the occasion of his last visit. 
H e dill not cross the da n, aud based some of 
his Btr%t« merits* on tho.-e of his brother, who a 
few d \ts before had visited the north Mae. 
T he channels, he thought, were cut partly 
through deposit made since the construction 
of tho clam, and partly through deposit of 
former years. 
The deposit was principally 
th a t made there this year. 
That channel at 
the south end was three or four feet below the 
old bed of the river.

A t the back door of the city, wholly unable 
to carry off what is intrusted to it, even now. 
Iu tim es of high water it is filled with the 
river overflow, cr back-water, the outlet 
tw enty m iles below beiog cut off, and the 
current in the c.-.nal reversing its direction 
aud revisiting the lower parts of the city. A t 
such times, with no outflow and the sewers at 
a standstill—as two years ago—the city steeps 
in its own corruption and breeds pestilence. 
And at best, whet) the river is down in sum ­ 
mer and the canal has an outlet, tha liquid 
deposit in it is left to work its own slow, 
winding way, expanding and contracting and 
having every possible exposure to the heat of 
the sun, through channels ar.d marshes aud 
ponds and lakes, and into channels again, for 
tw enty m iles, loading the air of the wind­ 
ward side of the city, where we are to look 
for our healthful and inspirirg breezes, with 
poison, and by the many expansions and con­ 
tractions shaking out all the seeds of disease 
possible among the wayside peoplfe. 
If the 
sewage of the city must have this outlet, by 
all means let it he carried, not as if it were 
som ething we wish to have affect us as much 
as possible and were proud of, but in pipes or 
a closely-covered canal, till it reaches the 
open river. 
BUT IS THERE NOT A BETTER WAT ? 
A llow m e to make a suggestion as a con­ 
tribution to the discussion of this subject. 
L et a cistern be sunk below the city and near 
the river, water-tight, and large enough and 
deep enough to allow I he contents of the sew­ 
ers to enter it so far below the surface of the 
ground as to afford ample fall for the effective 
relief of the pipes when adjusted to that 
grade ; then let a pump be em ployed to dis­ 
charge the contents into the river. 
A t first 
a ground discharging main at right angles 
with the mains which are parallel with the 
river—a reconstruction aud continuation of 
the present one on the north side of the R 
street levee, but sunk lower and w ith a 
greater fall—m ight be made to receive their 
contents and carry them to the reservdir. 
Then as fast as new mains are made or the 
old ones repaired, let them and the alley 
pipes have the benefit of the sreater fall thus 
made possible. 
This 
would not 
involve 
any 
great 
im mediate 
expense, 
and 
no 
greater 
future 
expense 
than 
wo 
shall 
be obliged to incur w ith tha present sys­ 
tem to keep the city inhabitable, and single 
pumps, of less capacity than the H olly putnps 
at the W ater W orks, would answer the pur­ 
pose. 
The sewerage whrn discharged in the 
river—at high water over the levee, at low 
water through a pipe running into it—would 
be com paratively harmless, as there is no 
back flow here from the tide, and there are 
few people living below near the city on the 
banks of the river ; and whatever injury it 
would be in the river to the city or to them, 
it is inconceivably more harmful now to both 
when turned into an open plain and 


STAGNATING UNDER TIIE NOSTRILS OE THE 
CITY 
A nd those living below, in one continuous 
flow or counter flow—crossing now this way 
ar.d now that, for tw enty miles. 
And cer­ 
tainly it would be nn worse for us to utilize 
the river as the carrier and at the same time 
the concealer and neutralizer of the contents 
of our sewers, than i; is for St. Louis, t ’in- 
cinuati, Louisville, Albany, Troy, and other 
inland cities situated on rivers. 
In time, 
when fertilizers are in demand, the material 
might he converted into “ native guano,” 
as 
in 
London 
or 
poudrette, 
as 
in 
Amsterdam 
and 
Leyden, 
ct 
a 
profit. 
In this way we c uld have iu tim e a city with 
excellent sewerage, capable of carrjing off 
all the liquid waste and fccal m atter of the 
homes, and adding greatly to the con.fort and 
health of the city, and at com paratively im ­ 
perceptible expense. 
Pum ps are used in 
London for lifting the sewage, and if our 
river-bed is allowed to be rai.-ed up much 
higher by the annual deposits from the mines, 
it may not be long before the river-bed will 
he raisfed above the level of the drainage 
pocket, and pumpe will be obliged to bs used 
to relieve it, or we shall have below the city 
a dead sea of putrefaction and destruction. 
I would therefore suggest that this subject be 
subm itted to a com petent engineer, and if 
after agen etal exam ination he thinks favor­ 
ably of the plan, that he he em ployed to 
make a detailed report on the method of car­ 
rying it out, for the consideration of the Trus­ 
tees and the public.
